Complain of Snow anhd Frost.

An ofMcial announcement of this
repulse, contalning also news of the
battle situation elsewhere In Belglum
and France, reads.

“In West Flanders and in North
France no appreciable change in the
situation has taken place,

“Heavy raing and snows, whick first
soaked and then partly froze the
ground, have made our movements
very difficult.

“A French attack at Combre, south-
east of Verdun, was repulsed.

“Special dispatches from the front
say the French positions at Chauvon-
court have been blown up by German
mines, with heavy losses for the
French, and the Germans then oc-
cupled these positions.'

To Cross Flooded Areas.

London, Nov. 20.—"Large bodles of
German engineers have been seen
passing toward the front,” says n dis-
patch from Bruges, “and it 18 belleved
the Germans are planning to cross
the Inundated country by means of
aclentific engineering methods.

“Meanwhile the western storm con-
tinues and the waters of the North
sea are sweeping inland through the
slx big locks at Nleuport.

“It Is learned that the Germans at-
tempted November 18 a rald on these
locks, which are built in a semleirele,
Thelr attack, conducted In armed
automoblles, was repulsed.”

WOULD BREAK RUSSIAN LINE

Germans Marshal Enormous Army to
Check Advance of the Forces
of the Czar.

London, Nov. 21,—The Germans, it
ia belleved, have brought up by thelr
line of strategic rallwpys in Posen and
Bllesla at 'least half a million men
in an effort to brenk the Russlan
line at this point,

Weather conditions, the frozen
ground and the situation of the bat-
tlefleld favor a battle declsive to a
degree not equaled on any other fleld
in the present war.

Two Claims Conflict.

The other battle in Poland is taking
place on the Cracow-Czenstochown
front, and both the Russians and the
Germans clalm it {8 proceeding satis.
factorlly for them. In East Prussia
the Russlan advance ls moving slow-
ly through the country surrounding
the Mazurian lakes, which is difficult
of passage. In Galicia the Russinns |
are moving steadlly westward and at
the same tima are selzing the passes
of the Carpathlans.

Berlin declares that a concentrie
attack I8 being made on the Russian
center, the German armles coming
from the west and the northwest,
while Austria Is sending a force north
from the Cracow region. Petrograd,
however, states that the offensive in
western Galicia 1s still under way and
that Cracow is believed to be invested
on three sides, leaving only one line
of raill communication open.

A dispatch from Vienna says: "Op
eratlons of the allies in Russlan Po
land have forced the Russian main
army to battle, which developed along
the whole front., A group of Austro
Hungarlan troops captured 3,000 pris-
oners,"”

The Russgian fleet im-
mediately drew up In battle order,
bringing the enemy to starboard and
opened fire at a distance of 40 cable
lengths, The first salvo of 12inch
guns from the flagship Admiral Eve-
tafry gtruck the Goeben and caused
an explogion amidship, setting the
ship on fire. f

BAD TIME TO VISIT EUROPE.

But If You Must Go, Look Well to
Your Papers.

Washington—Another warning to
American citizens against unneces-
sary visita to countries Involved In
war has been issued by the state de-
partment with a particular eaution to
naturalized clitizens. Americans who
expect to travel abroad are advised by
the department to provide themselves
with letters and documents of identifl-
cation In additlon to their passports
and to be certain to inquire of the
proper diplomatic ofMicers in forelgn
lands about having their passports
vised.

Finally the department once more
cautioned all ecitizens not to violate
neutrality by conduct or utterances.
